General Bingham Testifies Before the Grand Jury 
and Pays His Respects to Attorney Elder. 

New York, .Inl.v L'i. — Tlie tliree most important 
wltnes.si's that have (estilh'd liel'on* the Kiiips Conniy 
prami jiir.v since Hint IkkI.v bi‘pnn its ini|uir!es into 
the allepeil violations of the anll-rai‘e track Ix’ttinp 
law. ii|i|aniri‘il twfore it lids niorninp. They were 
IV>lb‘e Commissioner Binpbain anil Ids first ilepiity. 
.Mr. Baker, in eliarpe of the |K>Hcc In Brixiklyn. ami 
Sheriff .Alfred T. Hohle.v. Letters hail heen written 
to the three and in response they went to the county 
e*>nrt lion.se willinply. On his return from the pranil 
jury room General Riiiphatn denied that the police 
had heen reprimanded for not eiiforelup the anli- 
hettinp laws.

"If I sa.v to yon.” continued General Bitipham,

money, that is not illopal. It must he recordevl to 
be a violation and illepal.” 

”.Mr. Elil^r says the ixilice eoiild stop all betting 
at the track in five minutes if tlie.v wanted to.” 

"Mr. Elder is talking tlironpli Ids hat,” replied 
the <'oinniissiiaier. 

Droseentor Elder, when told of General Bingliani’s 
comment, said: 

••Till' la-st reidy to the statement that I have 
iK-eii talking throuph my hat is the fact that tlm 
polii-e ilid stoii pHinliling at the Brighton Beach trai-k 
at I! ( 1 . 111 . .vesferday.” 

Mr. EldiT said that Mr. Cavanagli and Mr. Fitz- 
gerald hail not been siib|>oenaeil, but had been in- 
viteil to testify before the grand jur.v. as bail Com- 
ini.ssloncr Bingliam.
